2, On November 30^ 2007, the Court decided that "even tiiough little^ if any, useful 
information remains after the exempt infonnation is redacted^ die Court concludes that the 
redacted document can be released to plaintiff.^^ 

3- The Court's instmcrions were to release the document to the Plaintiff within 30 days 
of the Order, 

4- Consequently, EOUSA sent Plaintiff a letter informing him of his supplemental 
release of 1 page of records^ as ordered by the Court. The redacted page in question was attached 
to the letter. Exhibit A. 

5. Due 10 the timing of the deadline for release of the document, which fell in the middle 
of a hectic holiday season^ die document was accidentally not marked with a date stamp. This 
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makes identification of the precise day wlien it was released impossible to identify, EOUSA 
makes ev^ effort to ensure the records reach the requester^ and as dxi added precaution has re- 
seat die record to the requester on January 8"*", 2008- 

CONCLUSION 

8. Each step in the handling of Mr. Johnson*s request lias been entirely consisftent with 
the EOUSA and the United States Attomey' s Office procedures which were adopted to insure an 
equitable response to all persons seeking access to records under die FOIA/PA-
